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Clearing airport runways a 
choreographed snow dance

This is choreography on a grand 
scale. 

As soon as snow started to fall in Mil- 
waukee beginning Sunday night — it 
was still snowing Tuesday morning — 
crews at Mitchell International Airport 
were firing up massive machines that 


plow and sweep runways in precise, 
practiced movements done between 
takeoffs and landings of commercial jet 
airliners. 

Brandon Urbaniak and fellow mem- 
bers of the snow-clearing teams at 
Mitchell take their work seriously, 
knowing the safety of airline passen-

TLANTA - Tyler Mulvenna wanted to achieve more than a high 


school diploma. 


His sisters had babies as teenagers. One dropped out of high 
school but later earned her GED; the other finished high school. His 


mother, a single parent, worked two jobs and did not go to college. 


Mulvenna noticed white students at his racially mixed high school, 


45 minutes south of Atlanta, typically went to college, the second or 


third generation in their families to do so. He saw their posts on Face- 


book from campus visits with their parents, who were successful col- 


lege graduates. 
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Tyler Mulvenna, who grew up outside 
Atlanta, studies in the library at 
Georgia State University. He worked 
hard and took advantage of 
everything GSU offered him through 
counseling, academic advising, 
support classes and a nurturing 
environment. He graduated from GSU 
in four years with a degree in French.

“It was a fork in the road: The people 
who went to college, and those who 
didn’t,” Mulvenna recalled years later. 
The path he chose led to graduation 
from Georgia State University last 
spring. 

Mulvenna started college in 2013, 
shortly after the urban research uni- 
versity made a commitment to not just 
admitting students but teaching them 
how to succeed. 

Leaders at the school — located a 
few blocks from Martin Luther King 
Jr's birthplace — stepped up their 
game in 2011 to nurture students who 
didn’t excel in high school, who didn’t 
know anything about navigating col- 
lege, and who didn’t have anyone to 
guide them.

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2 former 
lawyers 
charged 
in lie, 
cover-up

Two former prosecutors in the Mil- 
waukee County District Attorney’s Of- 
fice were charged Tuesday with trying 
to cover up why one had inexplicably 
dismissed a case against a man who 
had injured a Fox Point police officer 
last summer. 

Antoni Apollo, 36, once a rising star 
in the homicide unit of the district at- 
torney’s office, and Kristin Schrank, 
33, a sensitive-crimes prosecutor until 
her resignation in October, each face 
misdemeanor counts of attempted 
misconduct in office by using discre- 
tion in a way inconsistent with duties. 
Each is charged as a party to a crime. 
Neither answered a reporter’s calls 
seeking more information. 

Parts of the incident raised suspi- 
cions almost immediately but took 
weeks of investigation, including re- 
views of emails and texts and video 
before a Kenosha County prosecutor 
filed the misdemeanor charges. 

Milwaukee County Chief Deputy 
District Attorney Kent Lovern said af- 
ter an initial internal review revealed 
possible criminal violations, his office 
asked the Kenosha County District At- 
torney to investigate. Schrank was 
suspended in early September. The 
case is being prosecuted by Kenosha 
County Deputy District Attorney An- 
gelina Gabriele. 

According to court records: 

On July 16, Fox Point police arrested 
Orlando Trimble, 43, on a charge of 
first-offense drunken driving. They 
also sought charges for obstructing 
and felony resisting arrest because an 
officer was injured trying to take him 
into custody. Trimble also was injured 
and taken to a hospital as a result of 
hitting his head on the ground during 
the arrest. 

One of the arresting officers called 
the “Duty DA’ phone for advice about 
whether to get a search warrant for a
